rep air and rebuilding of the ave­ 
nues.

conditions and, if the cost is not

An effort is being made to se- 
* cure an appropriation of approx­ 
im ately $50,000 
for the rep air 
and reconstruction of the im por­ 
ta n t battlefield avenues, m ost of 
which are w earing out

tinder the wheels of thousands 
upon thousands of autom obiles. 
The appropriation fo r road repair 
would be in addition to the park's 
regular yearly stipend for m ain­ 
tenance activities and salaries.
